America has hitherte had little or no origi- 
nality in her literature ; or, to speak more 
properly, she bad done oething but copy. Un- 
like other nations, she had not worked her 
way gradually from barbarism to civilization ; 
she had no religion, no manners, and, above 
all, no language, essentially her.own. 
chiefly ofthe fanatic, the adventurer, and the 
criminal, bringing with them the usages and | 
tongue of their mother land ; exposed alike to 
want and danger; literally forced to live by 
the sweat.of the brow ; the farmer, the hes- 
bandman, and the -woodsman, had little time, 
and less inclination, for literary pursuits : im- 
agination and manual industry are rarely com- 
panions ; and even where exertion, was follow- 
ed by ease, and there was space and leisure for 
the powers of the mind, it was not America, 
but England that became their arena, it was 
beyond the seas they looked fer success and 
reward. But the revolution changed ail this : 
there waea new impulse given to the minds of 
Men; and energics were called forth which, 
like silver in the mountain, had laid hidden 
and unthought of, till the heavy torrents wash- 
ed away the clay above, and displayed the 
treasure visible. The war ended in triamph 
on their side ; they had gained natiunal import- 
ance ; they knew their own power, and tliey | 
sat down in peace to cultivate that spirit and | 
that mind which, for the first time, they felt 
postessed as their own. Still, however, the 
period succeeding that of revolution, is seldom 
a period of iiterary exertion ; the mind and 
body, alike exhausted by the strnggle, require 
rest; new and strikiag ideas are alinost feared | 
—they seem those bye-paths of innovation 
which lead to the high road of revolution, yet 
too recent to ‘be viewed without terror, its 
benefits being less striking than its suffering ; 
for when was the thought of the present like 
the memory of the past? The deluge has 
passed, and, like most deluges, has probably 
Jeft a rich and fertile soil, which needs only 
to be cultivated to yield a glorious harvest ; but, 
as yet, it is almost in a few of her novels alone, 
that America has shown any thing like origi- 
ality of talent. The one before us is what an 
American novel should be: American in its 
@cene, actors, and plot ; curious as a picture 
of language and manners ; and interesting as a 
tale of deep passion, and belonging to a very 
striking period of the world’s history. There 
is much of power and much of interest in 
these volumes, though the tale ig too long and 
involved fur even a sketch of it here ; but we 
shall make some extracts, to show the author’s 
stvle in description of munoers, character, 
scenerv, &c. ; 

Speaking of the customs of the New-Eng- 
landers : 

“ They have,—together with certain pub- 
fick, religioas and political celebrations, or 
festivals there, some, of a nature, between 
those of the fire-side and those of the world; 
neither private nor public. There are three, 
which now occur to us ;—the Husking, the 
Raising, aud the Quilting. 

* The Hasking, which prevails throughout 
New-England only, is brought about in this 
way. Aftér the maize or Indian wheat, is 
gathered into the barn, the farmer, to whom it 
belongs, puts a good face on the matter ; sends 
round among all his neighbours ; and gives 
them notice, that he is ready to “ shell out ;” 
or in other words to undergo a busking. The 
meau.ng of which message is; that, as he can- 
net help himself ; on such, or such a night, he 
will permit all the ‘ fellers’ and * gals’ to tum- 
ble about his barn, all night long, if they please, 
eat bis pumpkin pies, drink his cider, and 
waste his apples, uoder pretence of husking 
corn.

i Our Eagle was rather small; not more 
than five fvet six, or seven ; but straight as an 
arrow. His carriage was that of the indoicut 
young Creek, as we see it in statuary ; the 
head rather forward ; arms free ; toes’ turned 
in. Soch was. the general bearing of Bald 
Eagle ; but in council or on coming near a 
white man of authority, he would aprear him- 
self, to his tapmost elevation, as if measuring 
stature with all about nim. ’ 

“ His common pace, when he had any ob- 
ject in view, was a kind of loose, long, lazy 
trot; like that.of the wolf, throngh a light 
snow. Wherefore, it is called, in America, the 
Indian * leap.’ It is a step, nevertheless, with 
which a North-American savage will go day af- 
ter day, at the rate of about five miles an bour. 
% At the age of two-and-forty, there was nat 
a wrinkle to be found in the face ot Bald 
Eagle. Nor was there anv appearance of 
muscle or sinew, in his frame. His whole 
body was round, smooth and effeminate. His 
limbs were daintily made ; the joints finely ar- 
ticnlated ;_ and his feet remarkably small. And 
yet—fashioned so delicate!y--built up so lightly 
—there was no man able to stand before him 
ata wrestling match. 

% His general behaviour was that of a loiter- 
ing, weak, indolent, peaceable creature, whom 
any body nught overlook, or affront, with safe- 
ty. But, once fufly awake, there wus no lull- 
ing, or appeasing the miraculous instinct of the 
savage. He was capable ef enduring incredi- 
ble fatigue ; and was called by the southern 
tribe ; to whom he went repeatedly, as a mes- 
senger, {rem the nothern, Arka-poo-too ; the 
spirit ; or, literally, the man, without a body 
—‘ all heart.” His little keen, sharp, shining 
eyes were like those of the large black snake ; 
the boa-constrictor of Nerth-America ;_ his 
check bones were high ; his forehead low, nar- 
row and flat, or square ; mouth, handsome, 
broad, and expressive ; teeth, uncommonly 
large ; of « startling whiteness, when abrupily 
or unexpectediy disclosed ; nostrils, wide and 
vigorous ; nose, rather flat ; hair coarse, black 
and shining, like the mane of a young stallion, 
roughened, if you will, in the blazc and smoke 
of battle—or scorched by unholy bres. It was 
carefully parted, from the middle of his head ; 
ali the way over ; and hung behind, somewhat 
after the fashion of the sqnaws, in a large 
heavy club. 

“ No man sbot so true an arrrow as Bald 
Eagle; and few hurled sucha deadly toma- 
hawk. He * swum like a frog ; he run like a 
deer ; he clumb like a squirrel! ; and jumped 
like a catamount ;’ so said all the whites. 

* See him when, or where you might, un- 
fess in the hunting season, or at a time of war ; 
and he was always idling about, before sume- 
body’s great kitchen fire, balf asleep ; or under 
some great, old overgrown tree ; twisting the 
tenons of a newly slain deer, for his bow, or 
splitting them into threads ; polishing white 
bone fish hooks, and arrows heads ; playing 
checkers ; or staining slips of ash and willow, 
for basket work ; feathered arrows ; or work- 
ing coloured beads, and brilliantly died porcu- 
pine quills, into his bullet pouch, mocasons, or 
belt. 

His carriage, dress, and appearance, were 
pretty much of a piece ; at all times ; under 
all circumstances; winter and summer. {f he 
was not lying before the fire, with his dog ; or 
underneath a tree, he would be lounging about, 
with a negligent, graceful swing of his whole 


large, loose, dirty blanket, falling off, at every 
step, trom his fine square shoulders ; yet, so 
disposed, nevertheless—-with a slovenly, brave 
air, as to show a sort of scarlet uniform under- 
neath, encumbered with absurd ornaments-- 
large plates of silver; rough medals; wampum ; 
a knife ; and a pipe or two; all ringing and 
ratiling together, at every motion of his body. 
** It was amusing enough to see how patient- 
ly, how unconcernedly, be would bear the im- 
pertient, annoying, examination of the white 
peopie. No matter what was done, or offered ; 
especially by the children ; they might steip 
hiin naked; or turn him inside out, in a good 
natured way ; it was all the same to our say- 
age, if they would * only let him rifle be.”

goose’s gravy, in many of the small towns, and 
over all.the couatry parts, of New-England. 

“ We all know the value’ of these fire side 
habits, in making op our mind, about the social 
and moral character ef a people. It is the 
household | virtues, that chiefly distinguish one 
set of men from anotber., To know a man 
well, we should see him at home. People are 
very much alike, in their out of door habits ; 
their dress of ceremony and-fashion, before 
all the world : they are not half so much alike, 
at home ; in their old coats ard big slippers ; 
lounging over the tables and cliairs ; each af- 
ter the fasbian. of his own—more or less digui- 
fied or sloppy, as he is more or less afraid of 


off, as it were, through an atmosphere, which | 
while it exaggerates the whole, confuses every 

part. Distance in space, like distance in time, 

never fails to confound the minutis and pecn- 

liarities of all men, however they may loom 

through it, like a great ship, in. a fog. 

* At home, it is, and only at home, as every 
body knows—(Then, why tell wsofit? Be- 
cause men will have it so. Books, altogether 
new, put people to the trouble of thinkiog— 
perbaps)—At home, it is; and only at bome, 
that we show the ‘ natural man ;’ the real 
temper of * ‘the beast,’—perverse or sociable ; 
overbearing, stern, or affectiunate : cross or 
cruel ; gentle or severe, our iufirmities, whai- 
ever they are; the kinder pulsations of the 
heart ; the wickeder emotions of the mind. If 
there be any blood in a fellow, he will show it 
whenever he dares—wherever he can: but, 
where can he shew it more safely, than at 
home, where his wife and children cannot help 
themselves ; and his * people’ are paid so much 
a week, to bear it. See him at home, there- 
fore ; whoever he may be ; whatever he may 
be ; good or bad; great or little : if you would 
know his true value. Is ita pyramid? go near 
to it, if you would knowits real strength ; it may 
have been built of pebbles. Is it a rnin? go 
near fo it—nearer: it may have been richly 
sculptared ; it may be a treasury of ornament. 

“A man may be a hypocrite all his life 
long, before the public; butno mag ever was, 
betore his own family. His true .disposition is 
that, which they see, however it may appear 
abroad ; over his wine ; or, on particular oc- 
casions. 

* For this reason it is that we love to follow 
men home to their own fire-sides. The table 
itself; apart from every thing else ; that alone 
is a criterion, by which the refinement of a 
people may be determined. There is no bet- 
ter one ; or, at any rate, only one ; the condi- 
tion of women among them. The rude, bar- 
barian virtues ; the coarse hospitality ; and sub- 
stantial fierce welcome, of every people ina 
savage state, are all of a piece. 

* The black broth of the Spartans; the raw 
frozen fish, and sea-blubber of the Laplander ; 
the sour crout of the Germans ; the fish-and- 
potatoes of the Yankee; the corn bread and 
homony of an old Virginian ; the oatmeal cakes, 
bannocks, and crowdy, of «Scotchman ; the 
train oil of the Esquimaux ;. the .substitates of 
a Frenchman ; the horse flesh and mare’s milk 
of a wild Arab; the brave, coarse meat of the 
North American—that of a strangled bear, 
perhaps; the potatoes and point of an Irish 
peasant ; the live, quivering steak of an Abys- 
sinian; thé buck wheat cakes-of a New York- 
er; the lion’s meat of some people ; the brok- 
en glass, brick bats, and old iron of the ostrich ; 
or, worse than all, perhaps, the abominable 
plum pudding of an Englishman ; that which, 
if he were not * brought up” on it, the ostrich 
himself could not manage ; what are all these 
things bnt so many infallible measures of retine- 
ment andcharacter. They are always detesta- 
ble to strangers, and always agreeable to the
